Beaufort Lancaster 27th was purchased at the 1945 draft sale of Calrossie 
and Beaufort in October 1945. She cost $2,000. Her first calf, Beaufort Banner 
Bearer, was also bought at the same time for $900. Lancaster 27th was in calf to 
Millhills Arthur, the chief stock bull at Beaufort at that time. This mating produc- 
ed the white heifer, Marellbar Lancaster, in March, 1946. She was the Grand 
Champion Female at the 1947 Fort Worth Show. Her first calf born in 1948, a roan 
bull by Crichton Broadway, went to Mississippi at $600. Her second calf, Marellbar 
Prediction by Cruggleton Allardice, was the first prize senior bull calf at the 1950 
International. He was sold to Hickory Creek Farms at $5,000. Third calf, Marellbar 
Lancaster 3rd, born September 1950, was lst prize senior heifer calf at the 1951
